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SCHOOL  HISTORY 


A one-room  building  with  a single  teacher  for  eight 
grades  marked  the  beginning  of  Pine  Level  School  in  19 11. 
The  enrollment  at  that  time  was  twenty- five  pupils.  But , 
during  the  next  twelve  years  changes  were  made.  In  1924 
and  1925,  a new  building,  a sixty  thousand  dollar  plant  that 
was  Pine  Level's  first  high  school  was  built.  There  were  no 
graduates  that  year. 

By  1928,  the  school  had  increased  its  faculty  to  two 
high  school  and  eight  elementary  teachers,  but  still,  there 
was  no  graduating  class.  Prior  to  1932,  students  from  the 
Pine  Level  area  were  graduated  from  either  Smithfield  or 
Selma  high  schools. 

In  1932,  Pine  Level  proudly  presented  diplomas  to  the 
nine  members  of  its  first  graduating  class.  At  this  time  there 
were  four  high  school  teachers.  Mr.  J.  T.  Jerome  was  prin- 
cipal. Students  receiving  these  diplomas  were:

From  1932  to  1945  few  records  of  the  school  were  re- 
tained because  of  the  Depression  of  the  Thirties  and  World 
War  II.  During  this  time  the  school  had  three  principals. 

After  Mr.  Jerome  left,  Mr.  Little  took  his  position. 

He  was  later  replaced  by  Mr.  Earle  Funderbuck.  Mr.  Funder- 
buck  left  us  to  fight  in  the  war.  His  replacement  was  Mr. 
Boyette  who  remained  here  until  1945  at  which  time,  Miss 
Rena  King  became  our  first  and  only  lady  principal.  It  was 
under  her  guidance  that  in  1947  the  Pine  Needle  was  first 


published.  In  1949  Miss  King,  who  became  our  County 
Supervisor  of  High  Schools,  was  replaced  by  Mr,  I.  C.  Mo- 
zingo.  Pine  Level  School  continued  to  expand.  To  meet 
these  expansions,  a new  elementary  building  containing  four 
classrooms,  a teachers  lounge,  a school  cafeteria,  and  a 
home  economics  room  was  constructed.  Two  years  later,  in 
1956,  two  more  elementary  rooms  were  added  to  the  new 
elementary  building.  The  old  high  school  building  was  also 
torn  down,  and  work  was  begun  on  a new  agricultural  build- 
ing to  replace  it.  That  building  and  two  more  elementary 
rooms  were  completed  in  December  of  1957. 

In  1960,  due  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  in  high  school,  another  new  wing  was  added  to  the 
home  economics  room  and  cafeteria.  This  new  wing  con- 
tains a new  High  School  Library  and  a new  science  room. 

The  county  bought  the  community  building  in  1961 
and  remodeled  and  added  to  it.  This  included  new  dressing 
rooms  and  a new  heating  system.  This  is  now  used  as  a gym. 

After  fifteen  years  of  serving  as  principal  of  Pine  Level 
School,  Mr.  Mozingo,  left  to  become  Supervisor  of  Johnston 
County  High  Schools,  in  1964.  He  was  replaced  by  Mr, 
Robert  B.  Price,  our  present  principal.  Compare  the  first 
graduating  class  of  nine  students  to  the  present  senior  class 
of  thirty-three,  and  one  can  see  how  our  High  School  has 
grown.  Today  there  are  seven  high  school  teachers,  a pub- 
lic school  music  teacher,  a librarian,  and  a school  secretary. 
There  is  an  enrollment  of  155  students,  of  which  33  are 


seniors.
